Des Mourns, Ia., Sept. 14.—The State has 
lost one of her most remarkable and prominent 
men, in the death of Nathaniel B. Baker, who 
died about 1 o’clock Monday morning. For 
two years his constitution has been breaking- 
down from overwork,—not labor of his official 
duties, but self-imposed for the good of others. 
When the grasshopper-scourge passed over the 
northwestern part of this State, it involved the 
homes of Iowa soldiers, who were the 
special pride of Gen. Baker. The State 
$50,000 to their aid, and 
the people furnished immense quanti- 
ties of supplies. A commission was appointed 
to these charities; but so strong was 
the attachment of Gen. Baker for his boys” 
that he personally took the matter in his own 
hands, except the disbursement of the State 
funds. Day and night for months, without rest 
or removal, he worked, receiving, packing, and 
sending away donations. A year ago last spring 
he visited the grasshopper-region to distribute 
supplies which had accumulated at various 
points, and acquaint himself with the condition 
of the people.

Revenue Stamp Printing—Increase of the 
Legal-Tender Circulation. 

Special Dispatch to The Trioune. 
Wasuinoeton, D. C., Sept. 15.—Representa- 
tives of the different bank-note companies are 
here from New York, making desperate efforts 
to retain the job of printing the Internal Reyv- 
enue stamps. Congress, in the Legislative Ap- 
propriation bill, made an appropriation of 
$446,000 for printing these stamps, but provided 
that the work should be done by the Treasury 
Printing Bureau, if the cost did not exceed the 
price paid under existing contracts. These con- 
tracts with the bank-note companies haye been 
in force about two years, but Mr. Jewell, 
the Chief of the Printing Bureau, has 
the work at a lower cost,

It is 
not forgotten that, while ne couldn't abide the 
Christianity that taught loyalty to the Union, 
his concern for the preservation of that sum of 
all iniquities, the institution of Slavery, was 
such that, in the canvass of 1862, contem ng 
the possibility of the destruction of Slavery, 
and that the War would not be prosecuted con- 
stitutionally (the Democratic doctrine about 
that time was, that a Sheriff's — should, 
under the direction of a constitu lawyer, 
rder), he said: 

Then the mighty Northwest must take care of 
herself and her own interests, and not allow the 
arts and finesse of New England, and the Eastern 
lust of power, commerce, and gain to despoll her 
of her richest commerce and trade. 

He never was known to be concerned for the

In his speech at the 
Sheibyville banquet, in 1868, referring to the 
Emancipation Proclamation he said:

What has been the effect of the Presi- 
dent's proclamation? Perhaps not one slave has 
been made free by it; but it caused divisions in 
the North, and has strip the soldier of his 
pride. In the din of battle, when the missiles of 
denth are falling like rain-drops, the soldier looks 
to his fag, and the sentiment that it is the emblem 
of the Union the Constitution, —that he fights 
to restore that Union upon the basis of the Con-

THE CONFEDERATE CLAIMS. 

The Louisville Courier-Journal is anxious 
to remove the impression very generally en- 
tertained that Democratic success will be 
celebrated by a Congressional allowance of 
Confederate claims, for which bills were in- 
troduced at the last session of the House, and 
which will amount to enough to double the 
present national debt. The argument used 
to allay public apprehension may be found 
in the following paragraph : 

Congressional appropriations come out of taxes 
levied upon the whole people; the South no less 
than the North would be burdened by doubling the 
national debt: and beyond this nothing is left to be 
said, because it is not the habit of the many to im- 
poverish themselves for the benefit of the few. 
That of which the popular intelngence complains 
is excessive Governmental expenditure. That 
which the business interest of the country seeks is 
relief from excessive taxation. The prevailing 
cause of depression is well understood in the South, 
where, accompanied by an unwise Federal admin- 
istration as to the state of affairs in general, it has 
operated most hardly. The Southern people no 
more than the Northern people can stand a greater 
load than now oppresses them. 

This reply can scarcely be called ingenious. 
In the allowance of claims for losses in- 
eurred by the Rebels during the War, for 
the destruction of their property and for 
the use and occupation of their lands, and in 
the refunding of the cotton tax of $68,000,- 
000 (the only War tax ever paid by the 
South), the benefit would accrue entirely and 
exclusively to the people of the South, and 
the greater portion of the burden would be 
borne by the people of the North. The in- 
terest of the South, therefore, instead of 
being opposed to the scheme, is all in favor 
of it. If the taxation of the Southern 
people were increased to some e- 
tent, though it would be small as 
compared with the increase of taxation 
which the North would pay, yet it would not 
be merely offset by the allowance of pay for 
War losses, but would furnish the Southern 
beneficiaries with an enormous surplus after 
giving them the means to bear their propor- 
tion of the increased taxes. It must also be 
remembered that the tax, falling largely on 
labor, would be paid mostly by the negroes 
of the South, who do pretty much all the 
work that is done, while the benefits would 
be enjoyed by the Confederate whites, who 
would thus be reimbursed for the losses in- 
cident to a rebellion which they precipitated. 
The editor of the Courier-Journal is too in- 
telligent not to understand all this, but 
he may well fear the effect of 
having it generally understood throughout 
the country. As to that part of his argu- 
ment which claims that the people of the 
South comprehend that their depression is 
the result of excessive taxation, and will not 
demand any increase even for their own 
benefit, it is cruel but only just to remind 
him that he himself, on behalf of the South- 
ern people, was the persistent advocate of a 
scheme to add several hundred millions to 
the national obligations for the purpose of 
subsidizing Tom Soorr’s Pacific Railroad. It 
is also fair to assume that he confidently ex- 
pects, in case the Democrats secure control 
of Congress, to make more headway with the 
next Congress than he did at the last session 
in favor of his pet subsidy.

CARL SCHURZ IN THE CANVASS. 
It did not need the invention of the Dem- 
ocratic lie about the withdrawal of Scuurz

The 
report, we believe, has been sufficiently au- 
thenticated that Scuurz was offered the mis- 
sion to the German Empire, or a place in 
the Cabinet, or pretty much anything else 
he would take, in case he would support TI“ 
vnn. But personal preferment is not what 
Mr. Somvurz has been. looking for. H it had 
been, he would have gone over to the Demo- 
crats, who would have re-elected him Sena- 
tor from Missouri; but he did not desire an 
association with the Confederates at any re- 
ward. Having failed to capture the bird by 
sprinkling salt on his tail, the Demo- 
crates are trying to clip his wings. 
This effort, we are confident, will 
prove equally unsuccessful. The lie, 
started at Washington and industri- 
ously and simultaneously spread by 
the Democratic newspapers, has undoubtedly 
occasioned some resentment among Mr. 
Scuvunz’s German friends and admirers, un- 
der the impression that there is some truth 
in it. But when it shall be generally known 
to have bech a malicious fabrication, as will 
be shown by the continuation of Mr. 
Sononz 's active canvass so long as his health 
permits, the lie will react to the disadvantage 
of those who invented it, and Mr. Sonunz 
will be able to do more good than ever. 

It is proper to remember that Mr. Scnunz 
came into this campaign as an independent 
voter. He had never formally disassociated 
himself from the Republican party, 
and had persistently refused to ally 
himself with the Democrats. But he 
has for several years maintained an 
independent political attitude, exercised 
freely his right of criticiam, and held him- 
self ready to take such a course in the Presi- 
dential campaign as would commend itself 
to him asin the interest of sound money, 
good Government, and the improvement of 
the civil service. He does not come into the 
canvass, therefore, as the defender of all 
that has been done by all the officials whom 
the Republican party has happened to bring 
into power. He w not the sort of hack 
politician to do this sort of thing. He 
stands before the people as an experienced, 
acute, and honest observer, and he gives it 
as a result of his maturest judgment that 
the best hope for a reform of the civil service, 
the improvement of the finances, and the 
honest administration of the Government for 
the next four years is to be found in the election 
of Gov. Harm, and the co-operation of the 
class of men Hayes is sure to call about him. 
A good many zealous Republicans may dif- 
fer with Mr. Scuvrz as to many of his criti- 
cisms of happenings under the Republican 
Administration of the past four years; some 
may agree with him in part only. But Mr. 
Scuvunz may very properly claim that his de- 
clared political independence entitles him to 
the opinions he holds, and that the question 
is not a matter of opinion as to the events of 
the past four years, but a matterof judg- 
ment as to the events of the next four years. 
Indeed, the very fact of his disagreement 
with some of the men who have been promi- 
nent in the Republican party, which he has 
so plainly expressed at times, ers his 
support of Mr. Harms the more valuable, 
since it shows him to be actuated by sincere 
and independent considerations,

THE FOURTH PARTY. 

The Fourth Party in Massachusetts, tom- 
posed of the Woman-Suffragists, have reached 
the dignity of a State Convention, platform, 
and candidates for State offices. The Con- 
vention was held on Tuesday last. Loor 
Sronz was the temporary Chairwoman, and, 
while the various committees were out, the 
inevitable WWII Pures made a speech, 
and urged harmony and systematic work. 
His advice, however, was not carried out 
either in letter or spirit. The Committee 
on Permanent Organization reported Mrs. 
Linon for President, and such old vet- 
erans for the other offices as Loor Sronz, 
Azpr Keniry Fostzr, Epna D. Cru, the 
Rev. Exzzn 8. Gustine, Mrs. Hanarer H. 
Rosson, Mrs. Katz T. Woops, and others. 
Mrs. Livzenmorz had hardly taken her chair 
before a row began on the question whether 
the Suffragists should nominate a candidate 
or report aplatform as the first business of 
the day. Pending this row, a delegate in- 
nocently inquired whether there was any 
question before the Convention. Upon this 
question a rancorous debate ensued. One 
set claimed that resolutions were in 
order; another, that candidates were. The 
President took a hand in, and declared that 
one set was trying to gag the other. Some 
one proposed the previous question, whereat 
a score of ladies were on their feet wanting 
to know what a previous question was. 
Mrs. LW ton, with the assistance of sev- 
eral delegates, each of whom had a different 
understanding of the term, succeeded in giv- 
ing them a satisfactory explanation, where- 
upon another lady, who .was tired, proposed 
to adjourn. Mrs. Livermorg refused to put 
the motion, although it was seconded, 
whereupon another scrimmage commenced. 
Mrs. Livermore remained obstinate, how- 
ever, showing the truth of the old saying, 
When she won't, she won't, you may de- 
pend on't.” Then a delegate from some- 
where moved that the Hon. Joun I. Baxrn, 
of Beverly, be declared the candidate for Gov- 
ernor, and proceeded to make a speech, but 
Mrs. Livermore suppressed him and wouldn't 
let him talk. Another man got up, and, after 
talking five minutes, was summarily squelch- 
ed by Mrs. Livzezmorz, who, meanwhile, had 
been talking all the time quite vigorously. 
He slapped back by saying that Mrs. Livzr- 
more had allowed her set to talk half an hour, 
while he couldn’t talk but five minutes. The 
delegate who wanted to nominate Bax 
tried to speak again, and, on being squelched 
the second time, took his hat and declared 
he wouldn’t stay in such a crowd. Mrs. 
Livermore called for the Hurcurmson Family 
to sing, and just as they were about to give 
utterance to their dulcet tones a woman 
on the platform commenced to sing 
something in Hebrew, Irish, or Chal- 
daic, whereupon Mrs. Livermorz went 
for her and seated her summarily. The 
Hurcumson Family at last got in their song, 
and were followed by some colored Jubilee 
Singers who chanted a ‘*Camp-Meeting 
Shout,” with frequent allusions to a love- 
feast in Heaven to-day.” The chaos gradually 
subsided, and at last a ticket was placed in 
nomination, but when Lucy Sroxx and some 
others found that the Prohibitionists had 
captured the Convention and that their ticket 
had been nominated, there was more trouble. 
The storms, however, gradually died away. 
Mrs. Livermore made a pacific speech, the 
Hurcurysons warbled a tune, and the woman

brew, Irish, or Chaldaic song, and the Con- 


vention finally adjourned.

WATER ROUTES TO THE OCEAN. 

The Minnesota papers are publishing long 
accounts of the expected completion of the 
Wisconsin & Fox River canal and river 
improvement, We understand from these 
reports that, at the end of 1876, the Fox 
River branch of this work and the canal will 
be completed, leaving the Wisconsin River 
yet to be worked up. The ordinary St, Paul 
man, when he speaks of this improvement, 
always talks of the communication to be thus 
established between St. Paul and Liverpool. 
One of the papers of that city writes: 

Of course Milwaukee, Chicago, St. Louis, Phila- 
delphia, and Baltimore are opposed to this im- 
provement. They cannot be expected to look 


-with favor upon the completion of any route which 


will divert a large proportion of Minnesota wheat 
from their warehouses. Of course all the rail- 
roads between the Northwest and the seaboard or 
the lakes are opposed to it, because they are op- 
posed to all competing routes, and especially to all 
water routes, since they compel cheap transporta- 
tion, and are the most effective enemies of monop- 
oly which the Grangers have. It ie easy to ac- 
count, then, forthe noisy and even indignant op- 
position which the completion of the Fox and 
Wisconsin improvement develops. It is a strong 
and an energeti¢ opposition, bat it cannot win. 
There is nota man, woman, or qpild in 
Chicago who has the least opposition td this 
river improvement because of any supposed 
injury its completion will have on the busi- 
ness of Chicago. There may have been, and 
is now, a very decided opinion that the 
money spent on that work was a scandalous 
waste, and that, though the job might serve 
as patronage to run the politics of one or 
two States, the money of the country was 
applied to a work which of necessity will 
cover many years of expenditure without any 
resulting benefits. The commercial life of 
Chicago hardly depends upon the success or 
failure of the establishment of commercial 
intercourse between St. Paul and Liverpool. 
Indeed, St. Paul might have a monopoly of 
the Minnesota trade with Liverpool, and Chi- 
cago not be aware of the fact. Nevertheless, 
we think that Minnesota will find it profita- 
ble to deal with Chicago, at least until the 
Wisconsin River is so far completed as to 
hold water in quantities sufficient for naviga- 
tion; andinthe meantime, and until the time 
comes when the St. Paul & Liverpool and 
the St. Paul & Havre lines of steamships will 
be competing with the St. Louis & London 
and the St. Louis & Antwerp lines of steam- 


ships for the trade of the Mississippi, the 
present and the next generation will continue 
their pleasant and mutually profitable com- 
mercial relations with Chicago. There is 
hardly any necessity—certainly no imme- 
diate hurry—for a change in the routes of 
transportation, though the following para- 
graph from the same paper shows how near 
the change may be: 

From estimates carefully made, it is believed that 
our river commerce will be increased many fold by 
this arrangement—that the boats to be seen at the 
landings above ite terminus will be counted hy the 
dozen instead of by ones and twos, and that the 
price of our chief staple of export will be increased 
several cents per bushel by the event. 

These boats, which are to comprise the 
commercial marine of the Upper Mississippi, 
will be built just as fast as they are needed, 
and when they shall crowd one another pass- 
ing to and fro between St. Paul and the Wis- 
consin River, the old salts will amuse the 


stranger passengers by reminiscences of the 
times when Minnesota wheat used to find its 


way to Chicago and thence on board an ocean 
steamer, while the modern navigators spend 
half the summer waiting for a rain to supply 
the great river improvement with water 
enough to establish commercial traffic be- 
tween St. Paul and Liverpool.
